Shamokin, Pa., April Ono of iha 
most clistrossing disasters that ever oc- 
cnrred in the anthracite region followed 
the explosion of a lamp in the handi of 
a Hnngarian employed in the Neilaon 
colliery, near here. Saturday morning. 
Tlip colliery, wnich is opcriited by J. 
Lai)R(lon & (''omi)any, i8 one of the 
largest and Lest known iu the region, 
paying aapericMT wage* and f arniataiag 
work to ita* 1,000 tmployM tlit year 
•roonU. 

Fire followed the ezploaion, and the 

axnoke which rushed through the nir- 
ahafts caught 10 men who had just 
gone to work in a vein above the Bcuno 
of the exploi'ion, and fiuiothered them 
to death. Friday being a holiday, there 
war* not so maar men at work as 
aanal. Othen for the lama reaaon 
were late in reaching the mine, and it 
ia owing to these fort nnate facts that 
the deathliat iH not very much liuxer.

Omaha, April ','<. An accident to a 
car of oil in liie north yards of the Mis- 
souri Pacific Railroad company caused 
an explosion and a disastrous hre yes- 
terday. Two cars loaded with piles 
were destroyed in the twinkling of an 
eye and three more cara were ablaze be- 
fore a stream of water could be placed 
in aenrice. 

Two of these cars contained cattle 
and one merchandise, and all were 
totally destroyed. CatUe in other cars 
were badly scorchaA, and many of the 
animala lost their eyes, so hot were the 
flames and smoke. All along between 
the tracks where the oil ran was a 
great sheet of flames, reaching np folly 
10 or U feet. The total loiB wlU prob- 
ably amooBt to |1O,000.

Winnipeg, April 8.— Word has just 
reached here of a fnghtful accident oa 
the Canadian Pacific a few miles east of 
Harrison on Thundav, ■ which resulted 
in the loss of four lives. ^Unong t)ie 
killed is Mr. Stephen Whjrte. Reports 
to hand are that the ongiae jumped the 
track o^erlodring the Fraser river. 
The engineer and fireman, seeing that 
there was no chance of escaping by re- 
maining in the engine cab, fumped for 
thsirlivea into the deep gorge. The 
sogne at tke same monaat went down 
the perpendiovlar amnanhment. Noth- 
ing was seen of the men after tb >y 
Jumped from the engine. Two others 
ware killed, one of them being Mr.

Watk-Rford, N. J., April 3.— Three 
of the seven forest fires in this viciaity 
are still raging, and it is estimated that 

during the past 80 honrs |25,000 worth 
of property has been destroyed. Tluis 
far only two cabins and a building; 
used to store fertilizers has been 
burned. 

At Pestleton the fire spread in two 
branches, but it is hoped to save the 
most valuable property by backfiring. 

Brodderick's cranberry bog as par- 
tially burned, and valuable timber 
land's w(>re destroyed at Iron Mills. 

At Anooria the flames are spreading 
towards Elm, which will be saved by 
the backfiring. 

A serious fire is raging at Chesilhvrti 
many fences and fruit trees having 
been burned. Several houaes were 
saved by the e ffwts of t he inhabitants.

pLBASAMTvnxB, N. J., April 8.— 
Forest fires have been burning in this 
neighborhood since Friday among the 
pines. At 8 o'ckack yesterday it looked 
as if part of this borough would be de- 
stroyed. On the west nde ot the town 
the dwellings were saved by the women 
and children ponring water on the 
walls and roofs of the nouses, while the 
men fought the flames. Large ctaders 
fell in the very heart of the boilMliEl^ 
In West Pleasantville two houses wire 
destroyed. Another fire is said to be 
approaching from the direction of Ab- 
secoa. No estiiaate of the loss has been 
made.

Mav.s Landi.no, N.J,. April 8.— Three 
destructive forest fli'es ai-e raging within 
10 miles of this town. The largest is at 
the valuable timber tract between here 
and Absecon, about eight miles distant. 
Another is on the Milleville road near 
Doughty's tavern, also among valuable 
timber tracts. The third iu burning 
near English meadow. High winds are 
prevailiog. The damage has not been 
estimated.

Thus far the presi- 
dent has had no difHculty in securing 
the nomination of all bis appointments, 
and there are no indications of any 
serious trouble over further appoint- 
ments to delay final adjournment of 
the question, which it seems probable 
will occur next week.

Great I>ratruvtloii Done by FloiWIs In 
Nortli niid South Unkola. 

Huiio.v, S. D., Aprd 8.— The Jim 
river ha.>* been rising rapidly the past 
three days and is now higher than the 
great frashet of 1883. An immenae 
quantity of stacked hay is submerged, 
and the oattle sheds have been wasned 
away. 

Some of tiie bridgss are either badly 
damaged or eaarely carried away. 
The .cemetery line bridge is under 
water and the upper arches washed out. 
The bi-idges spanning the Cain, Shoe 
Pearl anapther creeks aie either dam- 
aged or washed away.

— A proposition is 
made to connect Euglaml an l Ireland 
by a tunui'l driven umler the North 
channel of the Irish soa at its narrow- 
est parts, between County Antrim in 
Irelanil and Wigtown in Scotland Tho 
length of tlie tunnel would be some 27 
miles. A nuiiil)er ot eminent en- 
gineers declare the project entirely 
feiisible. It is admitt^id the tunnel 
would not be commercially profitable, 
but much is claimed for it iu the wav 
of natural advantages, and the propor- 
tion is that it should be a national un- 
dertaking.

Ni:w OiiLE.wa, Ajiril 3. —By the ovor- 
tumin-,' of a sailboat on Lake Pontchar- 
traiik yesterday afternoon, four persons 
—Mrs. Mary A. Kelly, Miss Agnes and 
Mamie Flynn. her nieces, and Miss Eflie 
Kelly— were drowned. Several others 
who formed the party narrowly escaped 
a similar fate. The party, consisting of 
10 persons, all residing within a stone's 
throw of eadi other in this dty, had 
gone to Milueburg, a pleasure resort 
on the lake shore, for a picnic. 

The morning was spent in various 
sports, apd after lunch a sail was pro- 
posed. A cat-rigged yawl was hired 
from a boatkeeper and the party started 
out, heading for the Spanish light- 
houses. The weather was tine and Mr. 
Kelly, who profeassd himself entirely 
competent, sailed the boat along mer- 
rily. The lighthouse was reached safe- 
ly and the boat was then put about for 
the return to Milenburg. In tacking 
the yawl careened and her occupants 
strove to rigbten her by rnshing to the 
opposite aide. Thia capeised the veasel 
and all on boarl were thrown, strug- 
gling, Into the water. 

The screams of the woman attracted 
the attention of a party of men who 
were fishing from a skiff some distance 
away and they put off to the rescue at 
once.

MURDE R AND S UICIDE. 

AMobreika Mun iii«tit»tiy Kills Bis Wife

Chadron, Neb., April A sensa- 
tional murder and suicide happened 
here Saturday in front of the imding 
houaes in the city and at a time when 
the streets were crowded. Jesse 
Wooten of Beaver Valley, without 
warning, shot and instantly killed hw 
wife and then fired a bullet throng his 
own heart. 

Wooten was married about six years 
ago and soon after became afiiicted with 
sciatic rheumatism, which incapaci- 
tated him from work and the burden of 
life fell heavily upon his wife. His dis- 
ease at times made him abusive and he 
was wont to beat his wife. This led to 
a separation, Mrs. Wooten returning to 
Chadron With the assistance of friends 
she was enabled by doing plain sewing 
to eke out a bare existence. Saturday 
they met on the street and the tragedy 
followed. 

PAIN TERS' ST RIKE. 

Three lliinilrrd Men Worklug on the 
World's Feir Balldlng Go Out. 

Chicaoo, April 8.-^Three hundred 
painters working on the world'a fair 
buildings in Jadkson park struck Satur- 
day for 40 cents an hour, an increase ot 

5 cents. At noon Saturday E, D. Allen, 
the superintendent of painting, and F. 
D. Millet, the artist in charge of the 
coloring of the bu'ldinga, went over to 
the manufacturers' building, and Millet 
endeavored to show the men that they 
should continue at work because they 
were getting better wages than they 
could get down town. Mr. Millet used 
a good many other arguments without 
avail. 

After Mr. Millet left the buildings, 
the strikers went about the other build- 
ings and induced all the men to drop 
tbslr brnahss and walk out ot the park.

FIRE AND PANIC IN A HOTEL. 



One tlnndred and Twenty-Five People in 
the Balldinc at the Time ot Ibe Break-

DuAnFORD, Pa.. April A disas- 
trous fire occurred here early Saturday 
morning, and resulted in the loss of at 
least five lives and tho injury of 2!i per- 
sons. At A.'.ii> o'clock fire was discov- 
ered in Higgins' hotel, in Main street, 
and spres4 with, auch fury that in a 
short time the stmctare was a mass of 

(^.ames. The hotel w;!-" oci iipied chiefly 
by railroad men, and there were about 

vh persons asleep in tke buUdIng when 

the tire started. 

When the ahirm aroused the sleeping 
people, a wild panic at once ensued, and 
many of thos-e who were aroused 
jumped from windows into the creek 
below, some being serioudy bnlssd, 
and others badly burned. 

Tlie (ire spread to adjoining btiildings, 
and the Buiialo, Rochester and Pitts- 
burg duput and freighthouse were soon 
distroyed. The flames communicated 
to Leroy's grocery ntore, and It was 
BpeHdily reduced to ruins. 

The hotel register was burned, and 
no accurate list of the missing can be 
obtained.

The news of the death of Hon. W. H 
Wadsworth, MavHville'a distinguiaheil 
lawyer and honored and beloved citizen, 
will be learned with sincere Borrow. 

He pasaed away at twenty-five min- 
utes of 9 o'clock last night at the family 
reaidence— " Bufblo Trace,"— bis death 
resnlting from e atroke of paralysis. 

Mr. Wadwwnrth'H lu-altli lind been fail- 
ing for several years, but as late as the 
recent term of the Meaon OIronit<7onrt 
he was able to appear aa leading counsel 
in the Bramel will case. He was to make 
the closing speech for the contestants in 
thip unit, hut before the trial closed he 
became ill, and that duty fell to others. 
This was his last appearance in court. 

A few days ago it was announced that 
Mr. Wadsworth was suffering from a 
severe attack of the gri]>. There 
■ome improvement toward the close i>{ 
last week. Sunday morning Mr. W. II. 
Wad.sworth, .Jr., called and fouml his 
father feeling much better. The patient 
rested better than nsnal Saturday night. 

Shortly after nine o'clock, the two weri; 
engaged in a pleasant converaation. Mr. 
Wadsworth had Jost been laaghing over 

pomo remark when lie was pnddenlf 
stricken with paralysis, and sank into 
unoonscioasness. 

It was seen that the attack was a seri- 
001 one and the family physician wa.s 
hastily summoned. The patient was be- 
yond medical skill, however. He never 
rallied, but gradually grew weaker as the 
day waned, and passed peacefully away 
at the hour named. 

Mr. Wadsworth h>A been a sufferer for 
years from organic disease of the heart, 
which finally terminated in paralysis and 
death. 

Deceased was boro July 4, 1821, and 
was a native of Mayaville. He was a 
son of Adna Wadsworth, and was the 

fifth in direct line from General Joseph 
Wadsworth, of Charter Oak memory. He 
was a schoolmate, in the Maysville Bem- 
inary, with President IT. S. Grant, and 
graduated at Augusta College in is 12, 
then one of the leading schools of the 
West. He studied law with Payne ♦.'c 
Waller, and began the i)ractice at the 
Maysville Bar in lie wa.s elected 

to the State Senate in 1853 from ^fasou 
and Lewis counties, serving four years ; 
was elected to the Thirty-seventh Con- 
greis in 1801^ serving on the Committee 
on Naval Affairs; was re-elected to the 
Thirty-eighth Congress in ISii:;, and 
served on the Committee on Public 
Lands ; was aid to General Nelson, with 
the rank of Colonel, s.t the battle of Ivy 
Mountain ; was a candididate fur lOlcctor 
frotn the 8tate4t-Large on the Grant and 
Colfax ticket in ISfis, but was defeated; 
ho was tcn<lercd the appuiatinent uf 
Minister to Austria by President Grant, 
but declined; in 18(>!) he accejited the 
appointment under Presiilent Grant as 
U. S. Commissioner under the treaty of 
the previous year with Mexico.- 

In. 1884, yielding to the entreaties of 
his friends and ndmirerd, he accepted the 
nomination of his party for Congress, 
..being opposed by Hon. Frank Powers, 
democratic nominee. The contest was 
one of the warmest in the history of the 
Ninth district, and reaulted in hi'i elec- 
tion, his victory being a moat nO table one 
under the circumstances. 

Booh is a brief sketdi of deceased. He 
was conceded one of the ablest lawyers 
of Kentucky. His reputation as an elo- 
quent and forcible speaker was not con- 
fined to his native State. 

Learned in the law, clear, persuasive, 
oflfective and elocjuent in his argumenta, 
he stood at the head of his profession, 
and fortunate indeed was the litigant 
who seciired his services. 

A pan of great courage, pleasant and 
affable in his intercourse with the peo- 
])le, he nuide friends and kej)t them, and 
no one had a larger and stronger personal 
following than he. OoUina, In his history 
of Kentucky, says the most enthusiastic 
ovation ever tendered to any public man 
in the Siate, north of Lexington, was 
that s|)ontaneously ofTered to Colonel 
W'ad.svvortli in this city in ISiii.onhis 
return from the brilliant canvassfor (Con- 
gress against General John S. Williams. 
Deceased was universally popular, be- 
yond the ranks of his party, at the bar 
and in social life, sayv another writer. 

Deceased leaves six children, five sons 
and one da>ightor. They aro A. A. Wads- 
Worth, Charles Wadsworth, W. H. Wads- 
worth, Jr., John G. Wadsworth, Samuel B. 
Wadsworth and Miss Bessie Wadsworth. 
His wife, who was Miss Martha Wood, 
died December 84, 1891. 

The fimeral arrangements had not been 
announced when Tiik Hn i.ktin went to 
press. ^

they appear. Something new is crop- 
ping out every day. When Judge Qil>- 
ixmt, United StatM commiBsioner at 
Antlwt, went to the militia camp last 
Bunday and asked tlu in to give him a 
list of the parties want eJ, they furnished 
him with the followinf? namea: Willis 
Jones, Albert Jackson, Torboon H. Al- 
lison, Andrew Williams, Isaao RsebeD, 
Morris Bond. Cole Thomas, Crawfora 
Nail. Isoni HoKliielil. ("yrus Aaron, 
Cepheus Williams. Kliiis Ilouioml. 

These he clainu d to have processes 
for. Tuesday, when pressed to name 
thoee for whom they had writs by Com 
nissioner Kirkpatrick and Assistant 
United States District Attorney Lso 
they said they only luul a writ for Willis 
Jones, but they wanted Albert Jackson 
whom they claimed had taken Jones 
from the light horsemen. Just before 
attacking Locke's h^use they were as- 
sured by several thtft Locke had not 
seen Jones in two months and knew 
nothing of his whereaboata. Albert 
Jackson and his friends deny that he 
took Jones from the light horsemen. 
They say Jones made his escape and 
went to Jackson's hoose, who broke the 
shackles off him. 

Another rather stranm thing is that 
on Tuesday morning Efias Loving, who 
was to hav* btsD shot at Paihaenstoh 
for the murder of Granny Covatt, 
whom he suspected of being a witch, on 
March 10, who was reprieved by Qov- 
amor Jones, went to Locke's camp and 
asked to be armed to join his forces. He 
told Locke that he had been with tiie 
militia and had quit them, and wanted 
to light for Locke. He was sent away, 
as he was regarded as a spy sent there 
by the militia. 

Another thing is now known beyond 
a shadow of doubt lllltoB Lowe, a 
yonng man and well known citizen, 
who was working for Locke, plowing, 
heard the firing and went to the house 
and started to take the children to an 
onthoQse for safety. They fired at him 
eight times, he tm, and the physical 
faoti corroborate ms statemeni That 
thsy fired a number of shots at Com 
missioner Qibbons, who went to Locke's 
house during the battle, is not doubted 
by any person who has visited the scene 
and saw the place where he stood on 
the lower gallery. A number of bullet 
lioles in the lower story show that they 
were not intended for Locke and any of 
his men, who were all np stairs. Bullet 
holes in the fence, along which Oibbons 
went, show that they were not intended 
for Locke's house. 

These thin i;.s were done by men not 
in authority aud a(^:ainst the orders of 
the captain. Ibey made no demand on 
Locke for anjone when thoy charged on 
his house. When their captain searched 
the house he said there wjis no one there 
that ho wanted. It is now known that 
Dukes w:is informed just before he 
char;,'ed on the house that Locke was at 
home alone, and was told that then was 
the time to get him. 

Agent Bennett Saturday took Ben 
Spriii^''H coniinission from him as In 
dian police for participaling in the at- 
tack on Locke's house. Agent Bennett 
has just left (luodluud bearing proposi- 
tions for settlement to be submitted.

A Toaaa Girl shut by H«r Lover Who 

£iiilit UN Own KxlHtfiic. 

Chicago, April 3.— Miss Eflie Clark of 
Spokane, Wash., a member of the 
Northwestern auiversity freshmen class, 
was shot and killed about 7 o'clock Sat- 
'urday evening bv F. Ross Smith of 717 
Avers court, Evanston. Smith then 
shot himself, producing a wound from 
which he died yesterday morning. The 
cause of the tragedy was Miss Clark's 
rejection of Smith us a suitor. 

Miss Clark, who was lit years old, 
was the duu^hter of well to do parents at 
Spokane Fails. Her slayer was 20 years 
old, and for a lon,{ time has been an 
ardent suitor for the hand of the dead 
srirl. His attentions were repulsed by 
the parents of the young girl and by 
the Miss Clark herself. The latter was 
sent to school at Evanston in order to 
free her from the persistent attentions 
of young Smith', but he tpUowed her, 
ana for some time has been staying at a 
house near, where Mies Clark boarded. 

Saturday evening he called at the 
boardinghouse and, after a few min- 
utes conversation, prevailed' upon Miss 
Clark to accompany him for a walk. 
The pair bad not gone far wb^n Smith 
was seen to draw a revolver and within 
a few seconds iire two shots. Two shots 
took effect in Miss CUu*k's head witS 
fatal effect. Then Smith directed three 
•hots towards himself, producing fatal 
woonds. The dying girl was cared for 
by friends, bat only rarriTed a few 
minvtee.
